“THE REDS ROUTED. 


THE MEXICAN RENDERS HIMSELF 
USEFUL FOR ONCE. 


A Battle in Whieh Seven'y-Bight Indians are Killed 
«fhe Pending Massacre of Whi es—Forsyth’s 
Graphic Description of a Brush with the 
Apaches—Secret ot Indian Warfare. 


Santa Fe, New Mexico., May 3.—The fol- 
lowing dispatch was received here last night 
at midnight: A column of Mexican troops 
to-day, under command of Colonel Garcia, 
met the Indiansof whom Colonel Forsyth is 
in pursuit, killed 78 and took 33 prisoners. 
The carrier bringing the information arrived 
on foot, being pursued so hard by the Indians 
that he had to abandon his horse, and barely 
escaped with his life. He reportf about 
100 Indians between Deming and Fresjouinas. 
THE MASSACRE OF WHITES, 

As already telegraphed, twenty-four men 
were ‘killed at Clinton on the 2lst of April. 
Among them were John P. Risque, of Silver 
City; Captain J. Slawson, of Detroit; Captains 
. Pinkard, of Los Angelos, Cal., and Pres- 
cott, of San Antonio, Texas, and E. J. Ball, of 
San Buenaventura, Cal. J. R. Magruder and 
Captain Fink, who were missing, have come 
in all right... The Indians proceeded from 
Clitton down the Gila, killing several team- 
sters and a prospector, Whose names are not 
known. Risque’s body was mutilated. Bill 
Baxter, better known as ‘“‘Mormon Bill,” 
wus another victim, as also Pancho Solo- 
mon, son-in-law of J. G. Ward, and brother. 
in-law of Otto Jorback, of Las Cruces. ‘The 
Major Domo and all the men of Ramon Gon 
zaies’strainescaped into Clifton, but the train 
was lost altogether. It was computed that 
some eighty men lost their lfves, not counting 
the joss of the troops in battle. The sitaation 
looks more hopeful, and it seems that under 
Secretary Teller a vigorous Indian policy to- 
ward the Apaches and Navajues will be car- 
ried out, and that New Mexico and Arizona 
will receive protection. From June, 18738, to 
July of last year, when the last indian raid 
took place in New Mexico, nu less than five 
humdred people were murdered, and the San 
Curlos insurrection and the present raid have 
cast Arizona at least one hundred and fifty 
lives. 

A DEFENSELESS FORT. 

LARAMIE City, Wyoming, March 3.—The 
garrison at fort Washakie has left for Arizona 
upon the president’s recent order, and the 
furt is now only occupied by the families of 
the departed soldiers anda few citizens, and 
{some alurm is felt lest they fall victims to the 
j indians, who are excited over the recent 
} killing of the Ute chief, Jack. 

A WARNING TO THE COW BOYS. 
} Wasnincton, May 3.—The president to-day 
issued a proclamation commanding the dis- 
persion of all persons wuo have been ob- 
structing the proper enforcement of the laws 
in Arizona, Warning them to return to peace- 
ful pursuits on or befure May 15th. 

AN INPIAN BATTLE. 

Colonel Forsyth, in pursuit of the Indians, 
thus describes a brush with the warriors: 
“T was moving across the plain, and was 
piobably eighteen mileson my way, when 
one of the Indian scouts camein with nis 
horse on a dead run, and stated that four of 
the scouts were killed, including Yuma Bill, 
und that Lieutenant McDonald and his men 
were ‘standing off’ a large body ot Chiricanuas, 
and that L must hasten to savethem. I 
turned at once and trotted and galloped six- 
teen miles te the point indicated by the In- 
dian. I met McDonald about twelve miles 
from where { started, who told me that the 
scouts were falling back on wot, the Indi- 
ans not following them. I soon 
came up Witmn the rest of the party, who 
where ail right, the attackimg force of the 
Indians having retreated un seeing my com- 
mand appreaching so rapidhy. It seems that 
the Apaches had seen the trailing party and 
ambushed them from rocks, :#ring upon therm 
when not twenty feet distant, mortally 
wounded #uma Bill, and killed three others 
of.the scorts instantly. Bill saw them about 
three or fuur seconds betore they fired, and 
shouted, *‘Watch out, lieuteranu!”’ and Mc- 
Donald was quick enough to turn. his body 
and horse’s head just as they fired, and was 
the only one of the advance party who es- 
caped. 2 fuund the Indians strongly in- 
trenched on the left side of the canon and in 
the middle of it, which has aa out-lying mass 
of rock about four hundred feet in height 
iittle.to thh right of the center, a small line 
of rocks-connecting the left and the center. 
l realized at once that the body of Indians was 
greatly in excess of twenty-thve,and,dismount- 
ing my ertire force, formed tye flanking par- 
ties Of two companies each, and moved one 
company directly in their trent, at the lett 
flank. Capiain Davis comuianding, began 
the attack. Inabvut an heur we flanked 
then: out of both positions, and wok up a 
strung second pusitiun, from which we again 
drove them thence back intww and up among 
the mountains and high rucks of the canon. 
They. scatiered all through rocks, some firing 
from points eight, twelve and sixteen hun- 
dred feet above us, aud wmivst of them evi- 
dently clkunbed .from crag to crag, and, I 
suppose, eventually worked back to 
the other side of the meuntain range. 
never saw such ae rugged place 
nor one better. adapted to defense. I 
wus delighted to see Luw very much su- 
perior imerksmen our men were to the 
Apaches. They, never dared fine a third shot 
| frum behind any particular rock, as our men, 
.@8 soon us.they could see Where shots came 
from, put their bullets right at the particular 
spot from which shots came. Our people 
.druve them to the very end of the canon, and 
‘ferced them back and over the range. The 
aeation lasted from.1 till 3:30 o’cleck, and our 
men were conipletely exlausted elimbing the 
sides. of the mountain and going up the canon. 
The Apaches abandoned about thirty ponies 
and mules. We killed ten or twelve on the 
day of the fight, and took some with us to 
duouat our scauts, and yesterday, when | re- 
turned there, killed the rest, which were 
straying among the rocks.’

A CONSIDERATE ACT. 

I wondered, when I learned that one of the 
three prospectors had twenty balls in his body, 
when any one of the shots would have caused 
his death, why the Indians cared to waste such 
precious stuff as ammunition; but T heard to- 
day—ané it is a fact—that about March 1 of 
this year 11,000 rounds of anymunition arrived 
here from the east, ordered from Washington 
at the request of the secretary of the interior 
for the use of the Indians, that they might 
feel more ‘contented and satisfied;’’ and in 
order that the feeling of content come as 
speedily as possible to the demdns, the am- 
munition was sent by express at the rate $8 
per box. At this moment there are but 1,500 
rounds of the 11,000 left at the agency, and 
the Indians now on the war-path have am- 
munition enough to shoot cartridge after 
cartridge into a lifeless body for the mere 
amusement it affords. 


AS A POSSE COMITATUS 


Use the United States Army, se 
Edmunds Says. 

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Senator Edmunds 
made an Oral report, by instruction of the 
senate committee on judiciary, this morning 
upon the disturbances in Arizona referred to 
in the president’s recent message, and the ne- 
cessity for authority to use the army as a posse 
comi‘atus. He said that it was the unanimous 
opinion of the committee that ample power 
exists already for such use of the army in so 
far as the present emergency is concerned. As 
regards the raiding of armed bands into the 
Mexican territory, the authority was found in 
sections 5,236 and 5,287 of the revised statutes, 
which provide, in express terms, that any por- 
tion of the land or naval forces of the United 
States may be used for the purpvses of sup- 
pression and keeping the peace. In respect 
to domestic acts of lawlessness, Senator Ed- 
munds said that the laws of Arizona were 
laws of tlhe United States. 

The constitution does not provide for call- 
ing upon the president in such cases as in the 
case of state governments the laws of wich 
are set at defiance and broken. It does pro- 
vide that he shall take care that the laws of 
the United States shall! be faithfully executed; 
and, as he is commander-in-chief of the army, 
he'may use itfor the purpose. The posse 
comitatus restricticn, he explained, grew out 
of the habit of marshals of calling upon the 
soldiers as they would cal! upon private citi- 
zens t» help them make arrests. In the cir- 
cumstances to which the president refers this 
restriction did not apply. It is necessary that 
he shall first issue a proclamation comimand- 
ing the peace, which isin the nature of read- 
ing the riotact; and, if the state of disturb- 
ance is then such that the ordinury processes 
of judicial procedureare inadequate, the law, 
in explicit terms, authorizes the use of the 
army. The soldiers will, however, be under. 
the command of their own officers to aid the 
civil authorities, instead of being under the 
comand of the marshal.

NOT FOR HALLET. 


Power Exists te 


The #100,000 Verdict for Kilbourn’s Imprisoument 
Set Aside by Judge MucArthar. 

WasHIncton, May 3.—In the circuit court 
to-day Judge MacArthur set aside the verdict 
for $100,000 damages recently rendered in the 
Kilbourn case for false imprisonment on the 
ground of excessive damages, and gave each 
side twenty days ae which. to make further 
motions, In rendering his decision, Judge 
MacArthur said that the injury complained 
of was one which was entitled, at the hands 
ofthe jury, to a fall consideration and an 
ample verdict; bat it seemed that the jury 
did not heed the instructions. They were 
tuld that it was not a case forexemplary dam- 
ages, and that public considerations should 
not enter inte their verdict. He thought 
that the jury were sympathetic, and he 
could trace, he thought, fheir actions to the 
very powerful appeai made to them, The 
testimony adnaitted as to the plaintiff's health 
and the injury to bis business was avery gen- 
eral character, and he could not resist the 
luipression that it had augmented the verdict. 
lt appeared to him that the plaintiff was | 
entitied te compensation for health, ete, and 
had the verdict been reversible he would 
have sustained it. Mr. Kilbourn had vindi- 
cated a great principle, and he thought that 
now congress knows that it should keep itself 
in proper dimits. Im this respect Mr. Kil- 
bourn had done a service to the country and 
to congress itself. With the highest pussible 
appreciation of the services of the plaintiff, 
he thought that the jury bad gone far beyund 
what he was entitled ta. The court was not 
blameless in the matter. In view of the 
general character of the testimony, he was of 
the opinion: that the instructions were disre- 
garded. He would.therefure set the verdict 
aside. 


FIRE AND STORM,

A WAR ON GAMBLERS. 


More than Six Hund ed indietments Returned In St. 
Leuls. 

Sr. Lovurs, May 3.—Since what is known as 
the Johnson law, making gambling a felony 
in this state, went into effect, ten months ago, 
the war has been waged on the sporting fra- 
ternity of this city. Three grand juries re- 
turned 260 indictments against gamblers. who 
had an uninterrupted run of seven months, 
until public opinion condemned the inactiv- 
ity of the authorities, who failed to enforce 
the law. In the first case to come to trial 
under the indictments the gamblers’ attor- 
neys raised the plea of want of jarisdiction 
and unvonstitutionality of the Johnson act, 
Depositions were taken out in Texas, 
Missouri, etc., to prove the plea, and the case 
wa3 argued before the judge of the criminal 
court, who has had the case under advisement 
for nearly two months and not yet rendered 
a decision. The lottery men were also 
affected by the Johnson act, and after it 
passed into effect, lottery schemes were 
changed. into the horse racing dodge, and 
the mafhagers opened cover sixty offices 
about the city. These bave been raided, and 
442 indictments found against the vendors 
and managers. Kobert C. Pate, Warren T. 
McChesney, Henry Lelindrof and H. Bruner, 
managers of one scheme, have had sixty in- 
dictments returned against each of them, 
Circuit Attorney Harris bad their headquar- 
ters raided and the safe blown open in search 
of evidence. For this latter act the lottery 
men applied for a warrant for the circuit at- 
torney s arrest, charging him with oppression 
in office. This was refused by the local 
authorities, but on application and informa- 
tion it was approved by the attorney general 
of the state. To-day argument against the 
filing of the information on which a warrant 
was asked for, was piade in the court ot crim- 
inal correction, by the circuit attorney’s 
counsel. When the argument was elosed 
Judge Cady, instead: of taking the matter 
under advisement, as it was thought he 
would, promptly refused to admit the infor- 
mation to be filed; the circuit atturney, 
therefore, cannot be arrested. The fight is 
developing mach bitterness.

SWEETWATER SCENES. 


‘Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 


Sat SprinGs, May 1.—After watching sever. 
ai years the cars have made their appearance 
in our county, They moved across Sweet- 
water creek last Wednesday and moved into 
Douglas county last Friday, on the Georgia 
Pacific railroad, two and a half miles west of 
Sweetwater creek. New life seems to take 
hold of our people at once. Sweetwater creek 
is one of the best streams in any section of 
this state for mills and factories. Coming 
from your city to Douglasville by the Talla- 
poosa road, you will enter Douglas county 
at Love’s. bridge, and _ will pass 
through the farm of Colonel D. K. 
Love, which has been in cultivation many 
years. Indeed no small part of it was culti- 


‘yated by the Indians. You rarely see a tree 
or stump on the plantation, and the land is 
still good and produces well. Back of the 
residlence of Colonel Love in a pine orchard 
old Sweetwater, the chief of the Cherokee In- 
dians, is buried. Sweetwater creek takes its 
name from him. Near the grave of this In- 
dian during the war a Texas ranger stood and 
shot down a yankee by the side of General 
Kilpatrick on the opposite side of the creek. 
The headquarters ot Kilpatrick, on the farm 
of Colonel Love, were also the headquarters 
of Sweetwater. The next farm you pass is 
that of Judge J.C. Bowden, which is a splen- 
did place, containing several hundred acres. 
On this place you will find the Salt springs. 
You can take the water and boil it down to 
salt. The mine has never been worked to 
any extent. Denmead and Johnstone leased 
it and worked a short time during the war, 
but were driven off by the enemy bolees they 
had worked to any extent. It is thought 
there is a good salt mine here. The next 
place is the farm of H. P. Howell. On this 
place Mr. Howell and Colonel Love have a 
cane mill and cotton gin and a sup- 
ply of water power enough to 
run four times the machinery 
they have. The néxt place, going south, is 
the farm of J. A. Watson, one of your most 
successful merchants. He has just purchased 
this place, containing one thousand acres, 
lying on both sides of Sweetwater creek, and 
from the way he moves things around, it ap- 
pears he will make as soul a farmer as he 
does a merchant. He has five hundred acres 
sown in oats, which are looking fine. Going 
on down Sweetwater you pass the splendid 
farms of Cooper, White and Columbus Blair, 
who has one of the best places in our county, 
and is one of its most successful farmers. Af- 
ter leaving Blair’s, the next place is the farm 
of’ Angus Fergerson. On this place the 
shoals properly begin. Mr. Fergerson owns 
a fine mill on this place and water power to 
run a large factory. One mile below this mill 
is the old site of the new Manchester factory. 
This factory was owned principally by ex- 
Governor Charles J. McDonald and was in 
successful operation up to and during the — 
war, until a few weeks before Atlanta was 
taken and was burnt by order of General 
Sherman, which wasa great loss to this sec- 
tion of country. The old brick walls are still 
standing. The property has been sold 
and is now owned by A. C. McHantosh, 
of Powder Springs, and 8. N. Dorsett, 
of Douglasville, and is for sale. From this 
place to Aderhold’s ferry there is 190 
feet of falland water plenty to run six or 
seven factories as large as the old New Man- 
chester factory. This is a field for persons 
wishing to run cotton mills by water power. 
This is a good county for capitalists. It is un- 
developed. About two thirds of our land is 
original forest. With railroad facilities we 
are bound to prosper. Land is cheap and 
plenty for sale. 


A LAWRENCEVILLE MURDER. 

Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 
LAWRENCEVILLE, May 2.—This morning An- 
drew M. Nash, who is charged with killing 
William C. Yarbrough, in this ceunty, in De- 
cember, 1876, came up and voluntarily sur- 
rendered himself to William J. Born, who 
turned him over to Sheriff Patterson and he 
was immediately confined in jail. It is re- 
liably reported that he admits the killing of 
Yarbrough, but claims that it was done in 
self-defense. There was a reward of three 
hundred dollars for him, which Mr. Born will 
doubtless get. Nash has a wife and six chbil- 
dren who have been with him in his absence, 

but he declines to state where they are.

Something of a sensation was produced in town 
on Tuesday morning by the announcement that 
Andrew M. Nash, charged with the crime of mur- 
der, and who had been a fugitive since December. 
1876, had voluntarily returned and surrendered. 
himself to W. J. Born. who immediately delivered 
him to Sheriff Patterson. 

On hearing the report we immediately went to 
the jail to ascertain the truth. We found several 
citizens, in company with the sheriff and Nash, 
standing in front of the jail. Nash seemed perfectly 
willing to talk, and we gathered from him the fol- 
lowing account of his wanderings: 

On the night of the difficulty at the still house, he 
and W. C, Yarbrough, who was under the ipflu- 
ence of liquor, got into a difficulty. Nash attempted 
to leave, but was followed by Yarbrough, who 
threatened to kill him, and when he overtook him 
the fight began. Both parties used their knives, 
Nash was cut in the arm and Yarbrough in a@nnm- 
ber of places, from which he died. As soon as 
Nask found that he was dead he left the country 
and went to East Tennessee.

Nash remained in Tennessee avoiding the officers 
and keeping his identity concealed as best he could 
for these long years. 

Harrowed with the idea of being hunted down 
and continually on the dodge from the officers he 
has frequently thought of returning to stand his 
trial. Last week he made up his mind to start to 
Georgia, and on Tuesday morning he left and 
landed here on Monday night. Next morning he 
delivered himself to W.J. Born and expects to 
meet the charge, let the consequences be what they 
may. He claimsto have done the act strictly in 
self-defense and expects to be able to show it in the 
trial... He is now in jail where he will probably re- 
main until court.

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GUILTY OR NOT GUILTY ? 


THE BEGINNING OF THE DOYAL 
TRIAL AT GRIFFIN. 


——— 


The Second Day of the Trial—The Names of the Ju- 
rors—The Svidence of Witnesses fur the State 
How Hancock was Shot—“Doctor, I’m 
Shot; Pl ase Pray for Me,” Etc. 


From the Griffin News, May 3. 

The case of the State vs. Doyal was resumed 
yesterday morning at 8:30 o’clock. At half 
past nine the jury was completed. .The fol- 
lowing jurers constitute the panel: D. J. 
Touchstone, G. W. Allen, H. R. Kilgore, J. J. 
Hammock, G. A. Miles, W. J. Bright, C. H. 
Wiggers, C. ¥V. Hammock, M. J. Kinard, R. 
W. Hale, R. A. Foster, J.C. Payne. At 10 
o’clock the solicitor general went to the jury 
with the case, stating the line of evidence to 
be introduced and the facts which the state 
would prove. The witnesses for the state were 
called, examined and cross-examined in the 
following order: 

Dr. J. L. Moore, direct—Knew Hancock; 
died 235d of April, 1881, in Harris’s drug store; 
am a practicing physician; deceased died 
from the effects of a gunshot wound; wearing 
firearms; wound was on the right side above 


the navel three inches; didn’t see the ball; 
single bullet; might have been fired from a 
pistol or rifle. Wound had been made twen- 
ty-five minutes before he died; didn’t see the 
wound made. Made an examination after 
the death; day after made a post mortem 
examination; ball had lacerated two most 
important blood vessels of bowels, making 
copious hemorrhage; ball reached near the 
spine; five incnes; heard nothing from Han- 
cock. : 

Cross—Ball went in three inches above and 
to the right of the navel; front. 

Mr. Westbrook, direct— Was 
ing at corner of A. @J.  Clark’s— 
south corner. Saw Doyal and Hancock 
across, east. Hancock came by the well— 
north side—was coming around. My atten- 
tion was directed to the words passed between 
them. Didn't see Hancock there; Doyal was 
not coming toward me, but towards J. H. 
Keith & Co's, or Harris’’ drug store. The 
words I am not positive about. Then I saw 
Doyal fire at Hancock; saw him fire; Han- 
cock threw hand to- stomach, and said “O 
Lordy.’”’ As Hancock turned, Doyal fired 
again; Hancock went to drug store—lived 
not longer than half an hour. 

When Doyal first fired, they were facing 
each other. I was 30 or 40 feet of Hancock— 
didn’t see bim do anything. Doyal and Han- 
cock were 12 0r 15 feet apart—could see them 
both. After I saw Hancock I couldn’t see 
whether Hancock drew. Didn't notice his 
hands until he put them to his stomach. 
Didn’t see him make any violent demonstra- 
tion. Doyal had pistol in his hand when I 
first saw him—had the pistol in left hand, 
hanging to his hand—shot lefthanded. When 
fired second time, Hancock was stooped over 
—turning toward the right with his side to- 
ward Doyal; hands paces upon or near the 
navel. Never heard Doyal say anything 
about Hancock before the difficulty. That 
was on Saturday evening, between 5 and 
6 o'clock. 

After shooting Hancock, Doyal went back 
to sidewalk east of Hill street—backed for 
a While. Heard him say some words but 
don’t remember them. Had pistol in his 
hand, with the hand raised. Said, ‘‘Come 
on,’’ as T understood, but will not swear. 
Then went down the alley—run down the 
alley. Saw a stick motioned towards him 

stick wasin the hands of J. kK. Johnson, 
in front of Keith’s or Harris’s swore. (De- 
fense objected and moved to rule it out; 
overruled.) Didn’t hear Johnson say. any- 
thing. Metioned stick back and forth 
looking toward Doyal. Don’t know that 
Doyal saw him. 

J. F. Gaddy, direct—Know Doyal and Han- 
cock; Hancock died at Harris’s drug store; 
Doyal shot him; saw it; standing close to 
him; in Spalding county; in April, 1881; one- 
half hour by sun in p.m.; first [ saw of Doyal, 
came out of P. Morris’s bar, on West Hill 
street. He went up the street to Stilwell & 
Keith’s; crossed and went down to hardware 
store; then crossed to where Hancock was; 
Doyal stepped up to him; said he was ready 
to settle this matter; Hancock said, ‘‘Alf., 
that is all right’’; Doyal had his hand in his 
pocket, said, ‘‘“G—d d—n you, I’1l show you,”’ 
and shot him; Hancock said, *‘Alf., you killed 
me.’’ Doyal said, ‘‘G—d d—n you, vou can 
have it again,’’ and fired second time. Han- 
cock then run; Hancock wasn’t doing any- 
thing. First I saw of the pistol it was shot— 
first I knew of the difficulty was when they 
met. Afterward Doyal started across the 
street waving his pistol, saying he would kill 
first G—d d—n rascal that followed him. I 
am one told him to run, and he dropped pis- 
tol to his side and ran. 

Cross—I was pretty close; near the well. 
From the well to opposite side, I don’t know 
how far. I won’t guess how many feet I was 
from them. About six feet, as near one as the 
other. I was south; don’t know which was 
more south; don’t know which was nearer 
Clark’s store; Hancock was nearer Clark's 
store; saw Doyal come out of Morris's bar. I 
had been in there for a glass of beer; Doyal 
took one. I was out when Doyal came out; 
saw him go to Stilwell & Keith’s store —that 
way, and went across towards Hasselkus & 
Patrick’s, down to C. H. Johnson’s, and then 
across tu the well. I had walked out in the 
street to get a negro to go home; Jerry Bivins, 
he heard it. He came out to ask ine to go 
home. I was talking with Gross Leach when 
it occurred—about two feet apart; went to 
talk to Leach, who called me; negro wasn’t 
there; don’t know who was standing there. 
Hancock was standing in the street when I 
first saw him. He was first at Goddard’s and 
then he went to the street. When Doyal 
reached the well Hancock was in the 
street. Won’t guess how far. Couldn’t see 
just where it was. Hancock was standing on 
the street between the well and Keith’s store. 
Don't think Hancock moved. Doyal walked 
uptohim. Hancock was standing where he 
was shot; dun’t think he moved. Doyal 
walked up to him, close—not close enough to 
shake hands, but very near. Doyal was close 
enough to throw his hands in his face. Doyal 
said, “I am ready to settle that matter.” 
Hancock said, *‘that is all right, Alf.’’ Doyal 
said, “I will make it right,’’ and shot him. 
Hancock didn’t do anything. I lived at 
Bostick’s; I never talked with anybody except 
the negro; I never talked with anybody. Mr. 
J.C. Bridges never talked with me except to 
take my namie. Mr. Patrick also asked me if 
I saw it and took my name. Mr. Bridges 
never talked to me except this morning—said 
“how d’ye.” 

On that day came in town after dinner; at 
last February court had talk with D. D. Doy- 
al; didn’t tell him that, I had just drove up 
in my wagon, where the difficulty occurred ; 
didn t tell him that I didn’t see much of it, 
and had just come up with my wagon. 

Dr. Harris, direct—Knew Hancock; am a 
druggist; died from a gunshot wound; saw it 
after he was shot; shot with pistol or rifle; 
didn’t examine his clothing or person partic- 
ularly—my best impression wasthat ne didn’t 
have any arms; I handled his person; I took 
hold of him when he came in my door; hear- 
ing the shots stepped to the door; he was 
on the sidewalk, coming to the door, with 
hands on hisstomach; when he got to him 
he said, “I am shot; pray for me;"” saw 
him giving way; I1 took hold 
him and put him on the floor; put 

pers under his lead; examined his body 
or the wound; don’t think he spoke after- 
wards; didn’t see him after he was taken from 


stand- 


‘the store; couldn’t say if any of his clothes 


were taken off; think Bridges and others re- 
moved him; he was a policeman, didn’t have 
his uniform on when off duty, think when off 
duty they run different clothing; he was off 
duty at the time; had no uniform, no club; 
when I step to the door saw Doyal between 
well and Johnson’s; then had pistol in his 
hand held up above his head; turning to go 


off; went into the alley; didn’t see any com- 


munication by words or gesture between | 
Doyal and any other person; Hancock said, 
“Dr. I’m shot; please pray for me;” 18 min- 
utes before he died. 

Seab Wooten, direct—Knew Hancock and 
Doyal, (pointed him out); remember when he 
died; Sunday after Doyal was turned out of 
jail; Doyal said he had been put in for noth- 
ing, and he would get even; that he would 
kill Hancock before night; Doyal came to me 
and said he wanted to :ell me something; it 
was nearly durk; said Haneock had put him 
in jail for nothing, and he would get even; 
would kill him that night if he could get any- 
thing to do it with; Deyal usually stayed 
about police headquarters; saw Hancock after 
he died: helped take off his clothes; think he 
had on the breeches of his uniform; think he 
was off duty; did not see him on duty; 
police were on duty 12 hours; wore uniform 
when on duty; didn't always wear uniform 
when off duty; came on and went off at 12 
o'clock at night, and go off at 12in day; saw 
Doyal before he was put in guard house; he 
was drinking; Sunday morning, 9 o'clock; on 
the street. 

Cross-examined—He was drinking when I 
saw him; he was quiet, not disorderly at that 
time; when he talked with me; he said Han- 
cock put him in the guard house, and for 

othing; that Hancock Lad treated him 

diy; when I saw Hancock afterward, be 
was shot; he was dead; wasat the house when 
his clothes were taken off; dikn’t see any 
badge. 

C. R. Doe, direct—I knew Hancock and 
know A. B. Doyal. I was a policeman in 1881. 
Hancock was a policeman when he was killed. 
The police headquarters were over the Jossey 
building. Doyal was frequently there—have 
known him to sleep there. Didn’t know 
Doyal had been arrested that Sunday until I 
came up town, but I turned him out. I asked 
him whenI went to the calaboose if he was 
sober. Said that he hadn’t been drunk; that 
he was put in there for nothing. I said: “‘If 
you are sober, Alf, you can come out, if you 
are not sober, you can’t,’’ He said he wasn’t 
drunk—I let him out. He remarked that 
every dog would have his day, and his would 
come after awhile. , 

That was on Sunday before the Saturday he 
was shot. I saw Doyal the afternoon he 
(Hancock) was shot; I left him about half an 
hour before he was shot; I went to supper; I 
was on duty; Hancock went off duty at 12 
o’clock; I saw him after he was shot and han- 
dled his person; I didn’t see any arms. 

Cross-examined—I saw Hancock on Sunday 
nightof the day he arrested Doyal; 1 went off 
duty at 12 o’clock and was relieved by Han- 
cock; I waited a little for Hancock; when he 
came up I told him Doyal was on the opposite 
side of the street and had been there two 
hours, that he had better watch out, that Jim 
White would stay up. with him, Hancock 
said: ‘‘You must think I’m a coward, I don’t 
want any. advice, if Doyal trouble me [’1l kill 
him.” 

Think Seab Wooten had already toid Han- 
cock that Doyal had threatened when let out 
of the calaboose. 

Don’t know whether Hancock generally 
carried a pistol—when he was on duty I was 
off. Had only seen him with a pistol at rare 
times. Did not tell Doyai not to let Hancock 
get thedrop on him. Did not tell himin the 
jail after the killing that Hancock would have 
killed him before if he had had an opportu- 
nity. Did tell him: that Hancock had been 
mad with him some time before he looked 
himup. Did not consider Hancock a violent 
man when sober. but overbearing when drunk 
—had not knovn him to be drinking when on 
duty, had known him.to be drunk at timesin 
1LSS0, 

Mrs. Huncock, direct—My husband’s name 
was Mark A. Hancock. Onthe evening he 
was killed he left home about four o’clock. 
He left his pistol at home. It was lying on 
the bed. He did not wear his uniform. — 

Cross—He did not generally carry his pistol, 
but did at times. Policemen carried pistols 
after the election proceeding. The pistol was 
carried in ascabbard and beit worn over the 
coat. 

Lou Drewry, direct—I joined in the pursuit 
of Mr. Doyal; when we came up with him I 
was second in front. Morgan McWilliams 
was ahead of me. When the sberiff came up 
to arrest Doyal, the latter said, ‘‘Come up, 
Bob, I don’t want to hurt you; I’ve four bar- 
rels left, and could kill four more, but want 
to hurt only my enemies. If I could kill 
only one more man, I would be willing to 
hang.’ Afterwards, when some one re- 
marked that it was thought Hancock was 
dead. he said it was al! right. That he had 
said he would kill him before Saturday night, 
(or Sunday morning or Sunday night, witness 
didn’t remember which). 

Cross—W itness repeated the foregoing, add- 
ing that Doyal said, ‘‘I said I would kill him 
before Saturday night (or Sunday morning or 
Sunday night), and I can’t tell a lie.’’ I have 
done it. That he could be blindfolded and 
put his finger on the bullet holes. That he 
shot him where he intended. That his last 
shot didn’t miss, but might have gone through 
the coat sleeves. Witness was not certain 
that he remembered all that was said, but had 
told all he remembered. 

Morgan Williams, direct—Was in the chase 
after Doyal, was the first to him. Doyal told 
me I had better wait until the proper officer 
came. Iwaited. When the sheriff came up, 
Doyal gave himself up. When told Hancock 
was dead he said it was all right. Witness 
heard Doyal threaten to kill Hancock before 
another week rolled over him. Told Han- 
cock so on the Sunday when Doyal was 
turned out of jail. 

Cross—I think it was’ when Doyal was 
turned out: was in the pursuit of Doyal when 
he ran down the alley: was the first to get to 
him; don’t know who was next.to me; Doyal 
told me to wait until the proper officer came 
up, and I waited; I don’t remember of any- 
thing else being said than what I have stated; 
substantially; I have a fair memory, and 
[ think I would have remembered anything 
eise. 

Mrs. Young—Knew Mr. Hancock; was at 
his house the evening he was killed, a short 
while after word came about it. Mr. Han- 
cock’s pistol and belt were on the beg and 
had been there all the time. 

Cross—Don’t know that Mr. Hancock had 
another pistol; don’t know that he was a vio- 
lent man; he took his dram like other mep;* 
had seen kim drunk like otber men.

ress, Dr. Felton’s personal organ. Of seven 
papers that supported Mr. Speer in his former 
run, but-one sustainshim now. But one is 
left to support Dr. Felton. Of the thirty odd 
papers that opposed the organized democracy 
two years ago, but the three above mentioned 
indorse the coalition. The Augusta News, 
which encouraged Mr. Stephens to defy the 
edict af a convention afew years ago,and which 
has been steadily independent, has turned 
its back on this mongrel party. As with the 
press so with the masses of the independent 
democrats. We engage to print on demand a 
list of 100 prominent young men in this city 
alone who have voted the independent ticket 
furmerly, but who bave turned their backs on 
this movement. The issue is squarely made. 
It is democratic or anti-democratic. There is 
no splitin the democratic party in Georgia. 
The Colquitt and Norwood factions which 
threatened todisrupt ittwo years ago—the 
“organized” and “‘independent”’ wings which 
have menaced its unity for years—have join- 
ed hands heartily in the presence of a coim- 
mon danger, and stand shoulder to shoulder, 
confronting a common enemy. 

Mr. Stephens has surely outlived ambition. 
He says that his earnest wish is to retire from 
public life, and he consents to serve his peo- 
ple once more only in the hope of bringing 
harmony to the party. We assure him in all 
earnestness and sincerity that he cannot do 
this, by compromising with the faction led 
by Farrow, Longstreet and Felton, and backed 
by 60,000 negroes and the Arthur administra- 
tion. While we shall support Mr. Stephens 
with pleasure if he is the nominee of the 
democratic party, and if he plants himself 
squarely on the democratic platform, we 
shall oppose his nomination and election 
with all the strength that in us lies, if he ac- 
cepts the nomination of the meeting in June. 
If he does this the democratic party will 
nominate some one in opposition to hii, and 
a bitter fight will be the result. We may be 
beaten in this contest. Allright. We had 
better be beaten than bullied. The demo- 
cratic party of Georgia can meet defeat and 
still preserve its self-respect. It cannot do so 
if it permits itself to be bulldozed by a few 
soreheads and negroes fighting in the shadow 
ofagreatname. We can le happier in such 
a defeut, if it should come, than Mr. Stephens 
could be in such a victory when he found out 
too late from whcse hands it came and at 
what sacrifice it has been won. 

We have written thus plainly because our 
duty to the democratic party required that 
we should write. We do not believe that Mr. 
Stephens will allow himself to be used by the 
coalition party. That he has permitted their 
badgering use of his name thus far is doubt- 
less due toa disinclination to interfere until 
definite action becomes necessary.

ATLANTA REAL ESTATE. 

‘Atlanta dirt is worth its weight in gold”’ 
—or something like it, as the sales of the past 
week demonstrate. 

During the past month $425,000 worth of 
real estate changed hands through the real 
estate dealers of the city. On yesterday over 
$50,000 worth of property—all building lots or 
surburban property—was sold, the most of it 
at public outcry. One lot of this property, 
the Ormond grove, was offered the day before 
the sale at $19,000 and was refused. It 
brought over $29,000 under the auctioneer’s 
bammer. In almost every instance and in 
almost every quarter of the city, property out- 
sells the value set on it. 

It is hardly fair to say that the influencing 
cause of this ‘‘boom”’ in property.is the fact 
that three new railroads are now being rapid- 
ly finished into the city. The quickening 
effect of the Air-Line on Atlanta was not felt 
until months after its completion, and lasted 
for three or four years “The effect of our new 
roads, while it may be felt incidentally now, 


will not be fairly measured until they have 
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been in Operation fora year or two. To noth- 
ing does Atlanta owe so mutch of her present 
activity as to the growth in her manufac- 
turing interests. Every mill. shop, factory 
or forge that is opened here means increased 
population, and that means increased demand 
for building lots. 

The most important indication of the enor 
mous sales this spring is that there will be an 
unusual amount of building this summer. 
The genera] tendency of thesales for the sea- 
son has been to cut large tracts into small 
lots and sell to people who wanted to build 
homes for themselves, Already the contrac- 
tors have their hands full of work—the arcki- 
tects. offices are full of plans and estimates— 
and hundreds of lotsare sold weekly as build- 
ing sites. We shail have a booming summer. 

OUR TIME 

Probably few people in the city know that 
the city time has recentky been changed, or 
why the change was made. It isa fact that 
we have been ten minutes ahead of time until 
lately; but as Atlanta is generally ahead in 
most thingsit hasattracted noattention. Now 
we are to have standard time. No greater boon 
could well be secured: Dirferent standards 
of time in different parts of a state and sec- 
tions of a country produce much unnecessary 
friction and an indeterminate loss ef time 
and temper to individuals who are led into 
trouble by variations in town clocks. 

Just now there is an active competition be- 
tween the signal service of the army and the 
naval observatory as to which © shall 
distribute the common time signa]Js. The 
signal service, however, consider that the dis- 
tribution of time is not so mucha matter of 
astronomical observation as it is a question of 
discipline, familiarity with the telegraph and 
the occupation of conspicuous points by gev- 
ernment ofticers, who could not be afforded 
for the mere purpose of displaying such pub- 
lic signals as _time-balls. * They also take the 
view that it would be not only expensive, 
but well nigh impossible for the naval ob- 
servatory to drop time balls far from Wash- 
ington; and if it could, the observatories in 
the country which now have time signals of 
one kind or another, would be interferred 
with to the disadvantage of astronomical 
science in the country at large, 

Itseems to us that the signal service have 
the right of the matter. It is a branch of the 
public service, especially useful in aiding com- 
merce and agriculture, ‘and undoubtedly its 
uses of time signals will grow and extend far 
beyond what the naval observatory could 
control. Atany rate we may expect to have 
atime ball dropped in Atlanta under the 
signal service system long before the naval 


observatory could do it. 

DECLINE OF MAHONEISM IN VIRGINIA 
The revolt of the firm five in the Virginia 

senate has been followed by the open repudi- 

ation of Mahone in several of the counties 


from which he formerly got a good share of 
hissupport. A number of local politicians of 
considerable prominence and some of the 
best readjuster county journals declare that 
they will no longer support the ‘‘boss.”’ They 
put their change of allegiance upon the 
yround that while they are independents or 
readjusters they are still democrats, and the 
attempt now openly proclaimed to make the 
Mahone movement a part of the national re- 
publican party isa violation of the under- 
derstanding under which they setout. When 
Mahone tried to push through a redistricting 
bill that would give the republicans eight 
members of Congress, all his hypocrit- 
ical talk about fighting bour- 
bons was seen to mean simply an alliance 
with the Arthur wing of the republican 
party, Mr. Arthur to hand over the federal 
patronage in the state in returm for congress- 
men and delegates when needed. Against 
this programme the honest portion of the 
Mahone following are kicking, and the indi- 
cations are that he will soon have no une be- 
hind him who has any sympathy with the 
democracy. A few white republicans and a 
swarm of negroes will remain, and when he 
is reduced to this basis we will 
soon cease to hear much about the 
capers of ‘the Virginia boss. To this it 
must come at last, for men cannot long re- 
main blinded by deception and humbuggery. 
Instead\ of fighting bourbons, Mahone must 
now prepare to face some of his own men— 
notably, Parson Massey, who proposes to be a 
candidate for congressman at large. Massey 
‘s the founder of the readjuster party, and is 
altogether the best speaker on the stump that 
the party contains. He is a Baptist preacher, 
having a strong will, shrewd and ambiticus. 
If the democrats should conclude 
to make no nomination for congressman 
at large Massey would receive nearly every 
democratic vote; and in case of a nomination 
Mahone’s nominee would be slaughtered, 
for Massey has declared war on Mahone, 
and he will not rest until the last ballot is 
polled. The ‘‘boss’’ is certainly in a bad 
way. His party is falling to pieces, and his 
own authority is not whatit wasa year ago. 
He now calls his ragged following the ad- 
ministration party, and there is no longer 
any effort made to disguise the real nature 
of the movement. It was started to 
inveigle democrats into the republican 
party, but the leaders’ find that 
there is going to be no Hittle trouble in the 
delivery of the number called for in the con- 
tract with the national republican party. Mr. 
Arthur has kept his part of the bargain. He 
did all he could to elect Cameron governor 
and Riddleberger senator, and Mahone vainly 
tried to carry out his part of the bargain. He 
tried to deliver eight congressmen, but unless 
good luck comes to him in some way before 
November he may not be able tocarry a single 
district. 
will soon be ready. 
THE GROWING CROPS, 

The open winter and the backward spring, 
the floods and cyclones and frosts, have not, 
it is claimed, materially damaged any of the 
great crops. We have the promise of a good 
fruit crop even in states that had severe frosts 
after the blossoms had opened. The wheat 
crop in the great wheat-growing states of the 
northwest bids fair, on account of increased 
acreage, to surpass the crop of 1880; and in 
nearly every other state wheat lcoks well. 
It is conceded that the southern states 
never had a better prospect for making 
their own bread, and as we write the crop is 
being harvested. It is rather early to speak 
of the corn crop, but unusual preparations 
have been made, north and south, to make 
enough corn for all demands. Plenty of 
corn means plenty of meat, and a satisfac- 
tory condition of things generally. Corn 
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does in fact outrank wheat. and to the poor 
a big crop of the “former is a blessing indeed. 
All the lesser grain crops, such as barley, oats 
and rye, are full of promise. Georgia's oat 
crop is said to be something remarkable, 
and if it is supplemented by an aver- 
age corn crop, the northwest will not 
find this state a good market for their pro- 
ducts for at least a year to come. Of cotton 
no mar. can speak with confidefice. A large 
crop is not however expected. It will 
not reach the figures of 1880-81, and with 
good luck it will outrun those of the present 
cotton year. Altogether the outlook is favor- 
able, and nowhere more so than in Georgia. 
If a good cotton crop is made in the state, it 
is safe to say that it will bring to our farmers 
more clear money than a crop has since the 
war. As things look now the state will have 
a favorable balance of trade. It should be so 


every year.

MAY MUSIC. 


THE GREAT MUSICAL FESTIVAL IN 
NEW YORK CITY. 3 


The Scenes in the Seventh Regiment Armory—The 
Stage and Ite Occupantse—The 300 Orchestra 
Men and the 98,000 Cnoristers—The 
Schools and Styles of Music, Ete. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

New York, May 2.—The scene to-night at 
the Seventh Regiment armory was one such 
as is rarely met with, whether considered for 
the culture of the audience, the elegance of 
the costuming, or the artistic novelty by 
which the assemblage had been called to- 
gether. Theodore Thomas, smarting under 
the want of appreciation exhibited by Cin- 
cinnati, has given his time and energies to 
the creation of New York's great musical fes- 
tival, with a view of surpassing, in voice, in- 
strument, varied school and breadth. of na- 
tionality any similareffort ever before made. 

THE SCENE IN THE ARMORY. 

Over 10,000 tickets had been sold two weeks 
ago, and as the seating capacity of the ar- 
mory is but 8.700, it will be readily 
seen that the beginning of the perform- 
ance found every seat occupied, and 
many anxious to get in who had to be turned 
away. The stage was almost a city block in 
length and 100 feet in depth. The seats were 
arranged in amphi-theatrical order, rising in 
the rear to the height of thirty-eight feet. The 
appearance under the strong lights was bril- 
liant in the extreme. Massed in the front 
center was the orchestra, consisting of 300 in- 
struments, while rising, seat upon seat to the 
rear were the singers, numbering 3,200 voices. 
The seats for the audience were also some- 
what similarly arranged, so the eye was 
greeted with what might well, from its shape 
when seated, its brilliance of color and the 
rich effects produced by the effective illumi- 
nation, be termed a human bouquet. Added 
to this the artistic rendering of the choicest 
airs of musical development, the sweet rich- 
ness of voice, the sweliing accompaniment of 
harp, horn and drum, and you have a picture 
pen cannot describe 

ON THE STAGE, 

Among the solo artists engaged for the fes- 
tival for the rendition of Beethoven’s *‘Missa 
Solemnis”’ the leading star is Mme. Materna, 
of Vienna, who is a great favorite with 
Wagner, and comes with the highest reputa- 
tion asto art and passion in delivery. She 
won her first laurels at Wagner's great Bay- 
reath festival, since which time she has been 
steadily rising in professional estimation, 
which she now hopes to crown by the indorse- 
ment of cultured America. Next comes Miss 
Emily Winant, Miss Hattie Sehell, Herr 
Candidus, Mr. George Hendschell and other 
well known voices. The followiny societies 
were also represented. The New York 
chorus society: Theodore Chomas, 
director, GOOU = singers; the Brookiyn 
philharmonic chorus, 660 voices; the Handel 
and Hudyn society of Boston, 550 singers; 
the Cecilian, of Philadelphia, 550 singers; the 
Worcester county musical association of 
Massachusetts, 450 yoices; the Baltimore 
Oratorio association, 550 singers; and the 
Reading choral society of Reading, Pa., 100 
singers. The orchestra represents a much 
wider territory even than the chorus, and the 
men who coimpose it are the representative 
stars on their several instruments, Of the 300 
instruments New York alone supplied 250 of 
the men, and 45 came from other cities—18 
from Cincinnati, 17 from Chicago, two 
from Boston, -two from Philadelphia, two 
from Brooklyn, and one each from St. Louis, 
New Orleans, Milwaukee and Lancaster, Pa. 
The distribution of musical instruments is as 
follows: Fifty first violins, 50 second violins, 
36 violas, 36 violoncellos, 40 double basses, 6 
harps, 6 flutes, 2 picolos, 6 oboes, 2 English 
horns, clarinets, 2 basset horns, 2 bass clari- 
nets, 6 bassoons, 2 contra bassoons, 9 horns, 8 
saxhorns, 6 cornets, 4 trumpets, 1 bass trum- 
pet, 6 tenor trombones, 2 bass trombones, 2 
tubas, 4 kettle drums, 2 bass drnms, 2 small 
drums, 1 tenor drum, 2 cymbals, 2 triangles. 
It will be seen that this is a remarkably 
well equipped band, and contains several! 1n- 
struments which are not found ordinarily in 
concert orchestras, Some of them—the Bas- 
set horns and the teuor drum (a large side- 
drum without snares)}—were specially made 
in Europe for the festival, and will be used, 
like the trumpets, brass clarinets, and contra 
bassoons, in order that certain pieces of music 
sha'l be given with the effects contemplated 
by the composers. 

THE GREAT ORGAN, 

In addition to the orchestra, there is to be a 
grand organ, which, being placed under the 
stage, does not break the symmetrical rows of 
singers, and by the use of a reversed action 
and electrical connection between the key- 
box and the pipes it is as completely under 
the control of Mr. Thomas as the nearest in- 
strumentin the band. The electrical appli- 
ance is simple, yet effective, and so far, there 
has been none of the trouble which might 
have been apprehended of a slowness of ut- 
terance from the pipes because of the some- 
what novel action and the disposition of the 
instrument. 

THE STYLES OF MUSIC CHOSEN. 

The music chosen is representative of all 
ages, climes and styles. From Stradella’s 
‘Aria di Chiesa” to the air from Verdi's 
“Ernani,”’ from Mehul’s ‘‘En vain Pharaon”’ 
to Wagner's ‘Welding of the Sword,” every 
form of ancient and modern music is em- 
braced within its limits. The now archaic 
manner of Corelli, the polyphonous splendors 
of Bach, the clearnessand elegance of Cheru- 
bini, the picturesqueness of Carl Maria von 
Weber, the rich harmony of Spohr, the tune- 
fulness of Bellini, the gorgeous tone hues of 
Liszt, the mighty strains of the composer 
of the Trilogy, and the Raphaelitic 
grandeur and_ serenity of Seethoven 
find expression and illustration in typical 
compositions. About 50 composers have con- 
tributed to the selections, and the period they 
cover extends from the first half of the six- 
teenth century to the days we live in. A 
greater opportunity for enlightenment as to 
what has been done in the past, and a more 
vivid demonstration of the growth and frui- 
tion of music have never yet been afforded 
either the American public or the audiences 
of the old world. In view of the varied and 
€xacting nature of the works to be rendered, 
the artists engaged for the festival are partic- 
ularly well fitted by nationality and training 
for the respective tasks allotted to them. The 
schools of Italy, Germany and England have 
their foremost exponents in the ranks of the 
performers. . 

THE FIRST NIGHT'S PERFORMANCE. 

The programme for the opening perform- 
ance wasalmost similar to that of the frst 
night of the Cincinnati festival of 1880, the 
only changes made bejng the omission of a 
few ef the minor members of the Bach can- 
tata, in order to introduce the great soprano 
scene from Fidelio. This change was made 
in order to allow full scope for the exercise of 
Madame Materna’s powers, who, of course, 
had to appear on the first night, 
and in a_ selection worthy of her 
fame. This change left the progrimme 
thus: Cantata, “‘ Kin Feste Burg, Bach; Jupi- 
tersymphony, Mozart; Scena and aria, ““Ab- 
scheulicher,”’ (Fidelio) Beethoven, (by Mad- 
ame Materna); Utrecht Jubilate, Handel. 
The programme employed the full festival or- 
chestra, a choir composed of the New York 
chorus, Brooklyn Philharmonic chorus, Wor- 
certer County Musical association, and Read- 
ing choral society (in all about (1,700 voices), 
and Madame Materna, Miss Annie Louise 


' Cary, William Candidus, Theodore J. Teodt, 


M. W. Whitney and George Henschel. The 
great festival is now an_ assured success both 
in art and finance, and it will add greatly to

BAGGING BARTON. 
An Atlanta Attorney’s Misdeeds Recounted and His 
tigen Atlanta to-day 
A those who willreach Atlan

W. A. Fuller, of this city, and €. J. Barton, | 
eo dip naga ay who % now under a two 
years sentence to the penitentiary for perjury. 

It will be remembered that Bartort oh fot 
quite awhile an attorney at the Atlanta bar, 
and while sailing under that flag was em- 
ployed bya Mr. Hunt, of this city, so the 
story goes, to collect some money from a 
gentieman in Mount Pleasant, Texas. The 
money was collected from the debtor by Mr. 
Christian, a Mount Pleasant attorney. who 
sent it to Mr. Barton through the post-office 
money order system, The money 
was paid to Mr, Barton by the 
money order clerk of the Atlanta post-office 
but this fact was denied by Mr. Barton. Then 
Mr. Hunt brought suit against Barton for the 
amount—$l15, and during the trial of that 
suit Barton swore he never received the 
money from the Atlanta post-office. This 
sworn statement was met by the oath of the 
Atlanta post-oflice money order clerk. 
supported by the entries on his 
books and after the trial had 
reached a conclusion Barton was debarred. 
Subsequent to being debarred the Fulton 
county grand jury found a true bill against 


him for perjury, and upon this charge be was }. 


arrested, tried, found guilty and sentenced to 
the penitentiary for two years. 

Between the time of his arrest and the trial 
he was under a small bond, and at the time 
the jury made up and rendered their verdict he 
Was absent from the court house. The next 
morning he put in an appearance and was 
taken to the Fulton county jail to await the 
execution of the sentence which, upon mo- 
tion of his attorney, was stayed until a mo- 
tion lor a new trial could be heard. This mo- 
tion was refused and then the case was car- 
ried to the supreme court, One of the points 
advanced by the defendant's at- 
torney was that the defendant 
Was hot in the court room when the verdict 
was announced, 

While the case was pending in the supreme 
court, Judge Hillyer granted Barton the 
privilege of bond, fixing the amount thereof 
at $000. This was more than the prisoner 
could command, and for quite a while he re- 
mained in the jail. However, the bond was 
finally reduced to $2,000, and in a few davs 
Captain W.A. Fuller signed the papers which 
gave Barton temporary Liberty. 

Soon after his release he went to work at 
the exposition grounds where he remained 
until sometime in October, when he skipped 
out for parts unknown. 

Since leaving Atlanta Barton has been 
heard from in Tennessee, Texas and Ken- 
tucky, but every time an eftfott was made to 
catch him he succeeded in escaping. 

Sunday afternoon last Cuptain Fuller ac- 
cidently learned that Barton was then in 
Louisville, Kentucky, sailing under the 
name of Keene, and in ashort while a tele- 
gram was sent the chief of police of that 
city, asking for his arrest. On the next 
morning Captain Fuller received ua telegram 
from the Louisville authorities announcing 
the arrest of Barton. When arrested by the 
Louisville officials he denied being the party 
wanted, but signified his willingness to ac- 
company the officers. On being taken to jail 
he inquired for the number of the cell to 
which he was to be assigned. 

Immediately after receiving the intelligence 
of Barton’s arrest Captain Fuller procured a 
reg ulsition upon the Governor of Kentucky, 
and started for Louisville. The result ef his 
trip is told in the following telegram of yes- 
terday to hisson, Mr. Brack ‘Fuller, of this 
city:

Mr. Smith Clayton Says that Colonel Farrow Makes «a 
Wilfal Mistatement, and tnat the Brunswick 
Collec.or Agreed to Bulldoze Federal 
Officials for Morey for a Paper. 


‘ What have you to say to Colonel Farrow’s 
remarks in to-day’s issue?’ said a ConstI- 


.TUTION representative to Mr. Smith Clayton 


y< sterday aiternoon. 

‘Not a greatdeal. I merely wish to correct 
some of the errors. He says that I wrote him 
a letter on the 12th of April. This is a wilful 
misstatement. He drew the proposition, a 
copy of.whieh appeared in THe ConsTITuTION 
yesterday.’ We signed it in his presence. He 
then drew the agreement by which the money 
to run the paper was to be raised. He signed 
said agreement in our presence and stated 
that he would at once get two or three of bis 
republican friends to sign it. There was no 
question, he said, that the signatures could 
be obtained. He said further that we might 
consider it settled that the money to run the 
paper would be forthcoming weekly and want- 
ed to know where to place it every Saturday, 
beginning on the 6th of this month, next 
Saturday. We-told him inthe bank. He ob- 
jected on the ground that the public might 
know the source from which it came, and 
said he would leave it for us each week at the 
United States marshal's office. ‘* This money,” 
said he, “* will come from the salaries of fed- 
eral officeholders.’”’. We left him. About a 
week later, that agreement—which he held, 
and still holds, if he has not destroyed it — 
was signed by another prominent fedaral offi- 
cialof this city. As Felton and Albert Cox 
and Judge James Hook would probably be 
candidates on the liberal line, we stated to 
Farrow that we thought of writing to them 
and asking them to support the liberal organ. 
‘All right,” said the stalwart colonel, “if 
you see proper. If they decline you still 
have a thousand subscribers a week to begin 
with.”’ It was also understoed that the pa- 
per was to become our property after the 
‘th day of next November. Such 
was the precise state of affairs when, 
upon consultation with my partner, we de- 
cided not to call on Feltons Cox and Hook. 
Such was the exact state of affairs when I de- 
cided to abandon the liberal movement. 
Now, what becomes of the stalwart colonel’s 
wilful misstatement that we made a proposi- 
tion which was not accepted? Pending the 
stalwart colonel’s written agreement to see 
that the money was forthcoming to run the 
paper, with the prospect of making money 
out of the paper, and the further prospect of 
being a part owner of the paper at the close 
of the campaign, I abandoned the liberal 
crowd.

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STANDARD, TIME. 


Atlanta to Be furnished With Standard Time From 
the National Observatory at Washington. 


The city clock has had a ‘‘set-back.’’ It has 
been running nearly ten minutes ahead of 
standard time. In fact, Atlanta has never 
had the advantages of standard time until 
lately. The railroads and the jewelers have 
all been running an independent schedule so 
far as time was concerned. Each one had a 
different time. Within the last few days 
Messrs. J. P. Stevens & Co. have made ar- 
rangements by which Atlanta will have the 
benefits of standard time. It will be tele- 
graphed from Washington at noon three times 
a week. Yesterday a CONSTITUTION reporter 
met Mr. Stevens and asked him what his idea 
was in going to the expense of securing stand- 
ard time by telegraph. He replied: 

There is so much annoyance caused where 
there is no standard time. Where eyery man 
has a different time, and the railroads have 
not standard time, there is the greatest 
amount of inconvenience. I therefore de- 
cided to have my store connected by wire 
with the observatory at \Washington, and at 
12 o’clock on Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Iridavs we receive the time of day by tele- 
graph.’’ 

“You are connected by wire with the na- 
tional observatory?” 

‘Yes: and at the time mentioned the time 
of day is correctly transmitted over the wires 
tous. We have been endeavoring for several 
years to carry such an arrangement into effect, 
but only succeeded lately. Itis only in the 
large cities that standard time is received. 
The modus operandi by which the time is so 
accurately transmitted over the coun- 
try is very interesting, but can only 
be appreciated by those who © stand 
beside a ‘“sounder’’ and hear the 
tickings of the clock in Washington. On the 
days that I have mentioned and attwo min- 
utes before twelve, the wires of the Wes- 
tera Union telegraph company are attached 
to a sounder im the national observatory 
and in Atlanta to a svunder in my store. 
Instantly the ticking of the clock in Wash- 
ington is heard as it measures off the seconds 
and every rap of the sounder in my store 
is exactly with the swing of the pendu- 
lumof my clock which makes a stroke every 
second. For two minutes this. is kept up 
and at exactly twelve in Washington we 
are notified by two quick raps and the 
wires are detached.”’ 

“And no time is lost in transmitting the 
time of day?” 

‘‘Scarcely the fraction of a second. As the 
clock ticks we hear it at once. If you will 
come down at half-past eleven to-morrow you 
may hear the ticking of the watch in the ob- 
servatory and hear the signal which notifies 
us that it is twelve.”’ 

“Why at half-past eleven?” 

‘‘Because owing toa difierence of longitude 
Atlanta time is 29 minutes and 29 seconds 
faster than Washington time, and you will 
have to be at the store at half-past eleven in 
order to hear the clock.”’ 

‘Is the standard time going to come into 
use here?” 

“Tt has already come into use. The railroads 
are now running on time which is nearer to 
a general agreement than at any time hereto- 
fore. The Georgia Central, Western and At- 
lantiec and Air-Line are all within a minute 
or two of each other.’ 

Meeting Mr. Haynes, the keeper of the city 
time, a CONSTITUTION reporter asked him what 
be was doing about standard time. He re- 
plied 
“The city clock is now kept with standard 
time and is set by time that is absolutely cor- 
rect, Yesterday I set it back nearly ten min- 
utes and [ expect to keep it regulated well in 
the future, and the citizens may depend upon

A Meeting of the Board Yesterday—Increasing the 
Whisky License. 

The regular monthly meeting of the board 
of commissioners of roads and revenues was 
held yesterday, and the usual routine work 
was disposed of. An order was passed increas- 
ing the retail liquor license fee for saloons out- 
side the city to five hundred dollars. 
The fee heretofore has been twenty- 
five dollars. The same fee of $500 was 
established for dealers by the quart outside 
the city. The fee fora license to sell by the 
quart inside the city limits was fixed at twen- 
ty-five dollars Next Wednesday the mem- 
bers of the board will make a tour of the 
county, inspecting the roads and the poor 
farm and county convict camp. 

In reference to the passage of the order in- 
creasing the license fee forcountry bar rooms, 
a member of the board said yesterday: 

“The board considers these bar rooms a 
source of untold injury to the communities 
in which they are located, and while we do 
not pretend to be acting with any temperance 
movement we consider that as a matter of 
public policy they should be closed up. We 
have considered the subject thoroughly and 
our action has not been hasty. There are 
only a few of these saloons; but they should 
be closed, and if whisky is sold it must be 
sold here in the city, where it can be done 
under the eyes of the authorities and where 

roper police regulations can Keep it within 

unds.”’ 
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Two Soldiers Remembered. 

In a retired spotin Oakland cemetery for 
eighteen years has slept, side by side, in their 
silent graves, two of the bravest of the 
brave, southern soldiers—Brigadier-Gener- 
al Ben. Handin Helms and his Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Geo. W. McCauley, both sons of Ken- 
tucky, both fell leading Helms’ brigade in a 
desperate charge. Helms was killedat the 
battle of Chickamanga, September 20th, 
1863, McCauley at the battle of Peachtree 
creek, before "Atlanta, July, 1864. Pages 
might be written of their gallant deeds on 
every field from Nashville to Atlanta. « 

Major Thos. H. Hays, of Louisville, Ken- 
tucky, and Dr. R. _D. Spalding, of Ailanta, 
were their messmates and comrades in wars, 
and on memorial day placed flowers on their 
graves.

Night before last Albert Martin, colored, appear- 
ed at the hospital and voluntarily turned himself 
over to the authorities there and was assigned toa 
place in the hospital. He had small-pox. On be- 
ing questioned he stated that he had spenta 
portion of his time since he com- 
tracted the disease in a honse on Butler street. and 
that part of the time he had stayed in the base- 
ment room of the Willingham building in 
which a man <died of small-pox a 
few days 0. He said that he 
hed some things at both places. An investigation 
that this to be true. In the hole ander the Wil- 
ingham building a small cot was found, which 
was taken out rons burned.
